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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

2. Clainns 1-9 and 12-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Orikasa et al. 5,036,120, in 
view of Hilt et al. 3,884,867, Kaiser et al. 3,951,908, Cerny et al. 4,424,240, Yamauchi 
et al. 5,965,639 or Innahashi et al. 6,130,282. 

3. Orikasa et al. disclose 100 parts of POM alone or blended with a polycarbonate 
polymer and 0.1 to 100 parts of a graft copolynner, which is composed of 5-95% by 
weight of an epoxy group-containing olefin copolymer and 95-5% by weight of a vinyl 
polymer or copolymer (claim 1 ). The vinyl polymer may be composed of a vinyl 
aromatic monomer (claim 4). The ratio of POM to polycarbonate is 90-20:10-80 (Tables 
5-7). The flame retardant can be a guanide compound and/or an organophosphate 
compound in a concentration of 5-50 parts by weight of the polymers present and red 
phosphorus in a concentration of 30-150 parts by weight of the polymers present. See 
from column 8, line 44, to column 9, line 51 . The secondary references are used only to 
prove that stabilizing red phosphorus by coating and masterbatching it is known. 
Applicants' claims are not novel. In the alternative, it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art, at the time the invention was made, to stabilize the red 
phosphorus, in order to avoid phosphine formation and to masterbatch it to ensure 
better dispersion. Furthermore, it is well settled that it is a matter of obviousness for 
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one of ordinary skill in the art to connbine two or nnore nnaterials when each is taught by 
the prior art to be useful for the sanne purpose. In re Kerkhoven, 626 F.2d 846, 850, 
205 USPQ 1069, 1072 (CCPA 1980). 

Claim Objections 

4. Clainn 15 is objected to because of the following: The derivatives of phosphoric 
acid are not known. Appropriate correction is required. 

5. Applicants' remarks about claim 15 are not understood. The cited pages and 
lines do not define the phosphoric acid derivatives. They describe an inhibitor for 
inhibiting a phosphoric acid derivative from a phosphine and it is the phosphines, which 
are described, not the phosphoric acid derivatives.
